May Use Goats Milk In Tuberculosis 
War 

In the fight against tuberculosis, an 
nouncement is made by the Winnipeg 
Anti-Tuberculosis Society that a num 
ber of local medical men apd interest 
ed citizens have banded together for 
the purpose of purchasing a herd of 
goats for Winnipeg, so that babies in 
the city may be supplied with goats’ 
milk. 

It was stated at the recent meeting 
of the society at Winnipeg that goats 
had been found to be practically im- 
mune from tuberculosis, Of the 4, 
000,000 babies born annually in the 


United States it was estimated that 
1,000,000 died from bovine — tuber 
culosis.

Early Life Of Bonar Law 


Still Owns Original Homestead in New 
Brunswick 

A little 15-acre farm on the north 
side of the Richibucto River, close to 
Rexton, N.B., ig still the property of 
the new British Prime Minjster, Bonar 
Law. It is the old homestead of the 
Law family, and Bonar Law still 
owns the farm, although he has it 
leased to Edward Hanney, the brother 
of a well-known citizen of Brandon, 
Man, 

When Rey. James. Law, the Pre- 
mier’s father, came to this. country 
in 1849, he settled near Kingston, 
which name was later changed to 
Rexton. Four sons composed the 


Law family, Robert, William, Bonar 


and Jack, All'the boys were school 
mates of James 8. Hannay, of Bran- 
don, who is able to give a very good 
close-up of the early struggles of the 
Law family, The boys attehded a 
small school fm Rexton, which was 
run by Rey. Chas. B, Pitblado, the 
father of the well-known Winnipeg 
lawyer, Isaac Pitblado, K.C. 

“Whilé Bonar's brothers were all of 
a rather YJovial. and boisterous na- 
ture, Bonar Law was quiet and, did 
not take part in the boys’ sports at 
the little school, He always had a 
frightened look on his face, as if he 
was afraid of the future,” said Mr. 
Hannay, in discussing the Premier's 
school days, 

The boys’ mother died when Bonar 
Janies 
Law married again. Apparently all 
did not go well in the home and a 
Miss Kidston, a sister of the boys’ 
mother, offered to take the youngest 
boys, Bonar and Jack to Seotland. 
The necessary permission was givén 
and the boys went to Edinburgh, 
where they were given an education, 
William took up the. practice of 
medicine in New Brunswick, but later 
went to Coleraine, Ireland, while 
Robert stayed on the farm. Robert 
found it hard to make the farm pay, 
and once when it looked as if the 
property ‘was to pass into tNe hands 
of others, Bonar purchased the farm 
and gave it over to his brother to live 
on. : 

Robert later died there. Many of- 
fers have been made to Bonar for the 
farm, but he still holds it, anxious to 
preserve the old homestead. While 
Bonar was making his way up the 
ladder of fame, his younger brother, 
Jack, was also climbing in the engin- 
eering field,

Asia’s teeming millions consume 
more rice than other peoplé* do’

~ Will faimignction Benefie Ox Burt? 


Is it in the best interests of Canada that'a new and far-reaching policy in 
regard to immigration ‘be adopted and that vigorous action be taken. to encour- 
uge a large influx of new settlers? 

Or does Canada’s interests rather lie in the direction of advertifng to the 
world that it does not particularfy welcome newcomers, and, instead of faci- 
lilating, immigration, erect even higher barriers against,.and impose greater 
restriotions upon, the entry of people into the Dominion? 

People in Canada are divided into two groups on this important subject 
of immigration, with one group supporting the view set forth in the first para- 
«raph aboye, and the other group advocating the policy outlined in the second 
paragraph. 

Generally speaking, organized labor is outspoken against any really effec- 
tive policy, and in this the artizan class has the support of clerks, small sal- 
arvied men and women, laborers, etc, On the other hand, all. the big trans- 
portation, financial, manufacturing and commercial interests are quite positive 
in declaring that if Canada is to grow and prosper it must abandon its policy 
of indifference, if indeed not opposition to immigration. 

Are these opposing schools of thought on this question both actuated by 
nothing but selfishness, each considering their own particular interests only, 
and giving no consideration to the interests of sags Sar the welfare of the 
country as a whole? Or is each of them honestly convinced of the soundness 
of the position they take?’ Or are such radically different and antagonistic 
opinions the result of honest convictions resulting from the divergent points 
of view from which the question is approached? 

For example, is the artizan now in employment opposed to immigration 
because of a belief that with the incoming of more people his employment 
would be endangered, or his wages in danger of being lowered? And the man 
who is at present out of employment, is he fearful that incoming immigrants 
might get the work he hopes to secure, or failing to get work serve to swell 
the army of the unemployed and thus accentuate the difficulties under which 
he is at present laboring? In other words, are they thinking of the immediate 
present without taking a look-forward to the permanent remedy of existing 
adverse conditions? 

Are the transportation, finaneial, manufacturing and commercial interests 
thinking only of securing through immigration a larger body of men and wo- 
men out of which they can select the employees they need, and, because of 
the larger number, at lower wages than now prevail? Is the farmer, who, as 
a rule, favors an energetic immigration policy, merely looking for a hired man 
or a domestic? Or are these farmers and organized business interests real- 
ly thinking and Planning for more than the immediate present and seeking a 
solution of a situation which is now more or less stagnant? 

It should not be considered selfishness for a man to seek to safeguard the 
position he now has, nor retain the standard of wages he now‘receives; it is 
not selfishness for the man out of employment to take a stand for conditions 
which he believes will assist him to secure the work he wants; nor is it pel- 
fishness for a farmer to endeayor to bring about conditions which will enable 

. hinrto obtain needed assistance in his work and without which he is seriously 
crippled in his operations and the profits from his labor largely lost to him. 

. The question which calls for investigation and an answer is whether or 
not it is possible to develop a policy which, while meeting the admitted need 
% Canada for a larger population, and which will give to the farmer the labor 
ife must have, and will result in the development of more business for our 
iransportation systems, our factories, and commercial houses, will at the 
Same time work no injury to workmen now in employment, and will create 
conditions resulting in the provision of: work, not only for those who may 
come to Canada, but for all those now here ready, willing and anxious to get 
work, “ 

It is the belief of the writer of the articles on the subject of immigration 
now appearing in this column from week to week that there is a satisfactory 
answer to this question, In fact, it has been proven by past experience not 
only In Canada, but in other countries. The Interes{s of the opposing groups 
already referred to are not antagonistic in reality although from a superficial 
glance they may appear so, But in view of the seeming antagonism it re- 
quires men of vision and courage to put required legislation into effect and 
develop that thoroughly business-like administration which will bring about 
the much to be desired results.

Taxicab War Fleet 


Placing Most Dilapidated Marne 
Veteran In Invalides Museum 
The Veterans of the Marne,” that 
fleet of old-fashioned, infirm, two- 
cylinder taxicabs that have been cruis- 
ing the streets of Paris for seventeen 
years are to. be signally honored 
by the Ministry of War for the de- 
cisive part they played in the his- 
torle battle which saved Paris. 

The oldest, most dilapidated taxi is 
to be solemnly escorted by a body of 
veteran chauffeurs to the Invalides 
war museum, where it will be given 
a prominent place among the relics, 

These ancient red cabs, which are 
regarded by visiting Americans as 
great curiosities, still rush around 
Paris day and night in rain or shine, 
at breakneck speed, their progress be 
ing marked by a terrible. rattle, but 
they are rapidly being replaced by 
modern cars. * 

It was in these machines that, at 
the critical stage of the battle of the 
Marne, Gen. Gallient sent 6,008 fresh 
troops from Paris almost to the actual 
fighting area, where the French left 
wing was seriously threatened. The 
chauffeurs, who were all too old to 
fight, were conscripted as they drove 
along the streets. Their passengers 
were ordered out and at least five sol- 
ders were put aboard each cab and 
started for the front. The taxis drove 
back and forth for two days and 
nights, supplying fresh troops to stop 
the German drive on the capital.

Plants and Humans 

The drying up o fthe tips of Yeaves 
of house plants is a sign of too scant 
moisture in the atmosphere. ‘This is 
quite common trouble during the win- 
ter in steam-heated buildings, One 
of the plants which will most quickly 
show this trouble is the ornamental 
asparagus, asparagus plumosa, or “as- 
paragus fern” as it is often wrongly 
named. It is well to remember also 
that such an atmospheric condition 1s 
detrimental to the health of people, 
and that where it prevails it would be 
well to provide some means of evapor- 
ating or otherwise increasing liumt- 
dity.

fis. If we are to judge by the man- 
ner these various systems have been 
taken advantage of and the promotion 
they have effected in Dominion agri- 
culture, rural credits systems in Can 
ada have been a success, 

The following briefly describe the 
Various systems adopted in the prairie 
provinces, with the amount of money 
joaried through them, and with some 
variations they will,be found basically 
the same. 

The Rural Credits Act. of 1917 
makes provision for tlie organization 
by farmers of rural credit societies 
through which they may obtain short- 
term loans for productive purposes. 
Before commencing business the so- 
elety must receive subscriptions to its 
capital stock from at least thirty-five 
persons actually engaged in farming. 
Any member desiring a loan makes 
application to the secretary, stating 
ithe purpose of the loan and submit 
ting a statement of his assets and lia- 
bilities. 1f his application is approy- 
ed, he is granted a line of credit for a 
year, and all the personal property he 
acquires through the proceeds of the 
loan is.subject toa lien in favor of the 
society. The rate of interest payable 
by the borrower must not exceed 7 
per cent. per annum. . Until March, 
1920, the bunks furnished the loans at 
six per cent., but when they decided 
to raisé the interest legislation was 
passed establishing the Provincial 
Savings Bank, which accepts Aepoutte| 
from all sources und pays 4 per cent. 
interest. 

Long-term or. mortgage credit is 
provided in Manitoba ibrough an Act 
passed in the same year, which creat- 
ed the Farm Loans Association, to 
act as a loaning agent between the | 
Government and the farmers. ‘The 
association is managed by a board of 
five members. , The capital stock is 
$1,000,000 divided into $5 : 


Svery borrower must subscribe and 
pay cash for shares to the extent of 5 
per cent. of the amount of his lean 
and loans are secured by a first mort- 
gage. Loans must not te for more 
than $10,000, must not exceed 50 per 
cent, of the value of the _ property 
mortgaged, and must be used solely 
for agricultural development. Since 
1917' more than $7,000,000 has in this 
wise been loaned to Manitoba. farm- 
ers, 

The proyinee of Saskatchewan has 
no legislation for short-term eredits, 
but an Act in 1917 provided for Jong- 
term credits, which is practically the 
same as the Manitoba Act. The chief 
differences are: (1) No maximum is 
stated for any individual loan. (2) | 
All the money for the board’s  pur- 
poses is provided by the Provincial 
Treasurer. (3) First mortgages re- 
ceived by the board are handed over 
fo the Provincial Treasurer as secur- 
ity for the Joan. Up to a recent date- 
the Saskatchewan board had complet 
ed 8,754 loans for a toial amount of 
$8,407,456. : 

In the province of Alberta, under 
the Livestock Encouragement Act, five, 
or more farmers may form an associa- 
tion and apply to the Government fr 
a loan to be used in purchasing cows 
and heifers, and, if desired, the joint 
purchase of a purebred bull, which 
must not cost more than 10 per cent, 
of the loan. Each member may bor 
row up to $500, the money being bor- 
rowed on the joint and several notes 
of the members guaranteed by the 
Governnent, Short-term credit is 
provided by the Co-operative Credit/| 
Act, which is very similar to the Rural 
Credits Act of Manitoba, the chief |
